Was made during a conference of 
railroad brotherhood representa- 
tives at the York Hotel. 


The proposal was to be an an- 
Swer to a suggestion by Guy A. 
Thompson, ‘trustee for the rail- 
road, for ending the strike. It 
was indicated earlier that his sug- 
gestion, which has occupied the 
attention of union leaders since 
Saturday, has met with some 
favor with the unions. The coun- 
ter-proposal was expected to em- 
body some parts of Thompson’s 
plan and some ideas of the unions, 

Possibility of Settlement. 

In Little Rock, the Arkansas 
Democrat quoted Presidential As- 
sistant John R. Steelman as saying 
there is a strong possibility the 
strike may be settled’ before 
Thursday, when a conference of 
Governors in states affected by 
the strike is scheduled to be held 
in St. Louis. 

Steelman, who made a two-day 
visit to Arkansas to see his fath- 
er, who is ill, did not explain his 
remark. 

However, a White House offi- 
cial said today that Steelman was 
expressing a hope, and nothing 
more, than the strike would end 
soon, 

Gov. Forrest Smith of Missouri, 
who called the conference, said 
today he had received replies from 
all but one of the 10 Governors 
invited. The governors of Arkan- 
sas, Kansas, Oklahoma, Nebraska, 
Louisiana and Illinois indicated 
they would be represented. The 
governors of Texas, Mississippi 
and Tennessee said they would not

Although the union representa- 
tives refused to discuss their sen- 
timent in advance of the formal 
reply, Roy E. Davidson, a spokes- 
man for the group, said Thomp- 
son’s proposal did have “some 
merit.” Whether it constituted 
a sufficient appeal for the unions 
to call off the walkout was not 
disclosed. 

Surprise Move. 

The trustee, in a surprise move 
Friday, recommended that the 282 
wage claims that led to the strike 
be submitted for decision to three 
referees who would be chosen by 
mutual agreement. Since the 
unions have said flatly they would 
not submit to arbitration, Thomp- 
son agreed the railroad would be 
bound by the decision but the 
ep would not have to accept 

As a condition of accepting the 
proposal, the four brotherhoods 
would have to call off the strike 
immediately. Heretofore, the 
unions have rejected this condi- 
tion in proposals. by the railroad. 

In addition to four vice presi- 
dents of the brotherhoods who 
have been here for several weeks 
to conduct negotiations for the 
strikers, four general chairmen 
also are here to participate in the 
conferences.

'100-YEAR-OLD LUCAS 


BUILDING ON 12TH 
BEING TORN DOWN 


Structure Erected by St. Louis 


Capitalist Contains 
20 Rooms.

Workmen today were razing.a 
100-year-old building at 108-110 
North Twelfth boulevard erected 
by James H. Lucas, St. Louis capi- 
talist of the nineteenth century. 
The house was built on land 
acquired by the builder’s father, 
Judge J. B. C. Lucas, in 1808, ac- 
cording to Dr. William G. Swe- 
losky, whose hobby is the history 
of old buildings here. It was part 
of a farm that extended in a nar- 
row strip from Fourth street to 
Jefferson avenue. 

James H. Lucas, capitalizing on 
the land boom that followed the 
heavy immigration here after the 
1848 revolutions in Europe, erected 
many buildings on the farm prop- 
erty and at his death in 1873 left 
an estate valued at $5,000,000. 

The three-story building con- 
sists of two residences of 10 rooms 
each with a single center wall. 
The ground floor has been occu- 
pied in recent years by a cycle 
shop and a barber shop. It had 
been condemned recently as un- 
safe. 


WHOLESALE COFFEE 
PRICES UP; BOOST 
TO BE PASSED ON 


Wholesale coffee prices were 
advanced a cent to two cents a 
pound by many St. Louis roasters 
today and yesterday, and retailers 
said they would have no choice 
but to pass on the increases to 
consumers. 

General Grocer Co. announced 
a new wholesale price of 55 cents 
a pound. The old price of 53 
cents had held since early Sep- 
tember. Forbes Coffee Co.’s hike 
over a similar period was from 
54 to 55 cents. A comman retail 
price before the increases was 59 
cents a pound, and most store 
owners said their increases would 
be for the same amount as the 
wholesale hike. 

One wholesaler said the coffee 
market was “pretty shaky” and 
attributed the upward trend in 
prices to the devaluation of the 
British pound. 

“Brazilian coffee-growers fear 
devaluation of their own cur- 
rency, and they want to be sure 
they get the same amount in dol- 
lars as they have been getting.”

UITY HEALTH CHIEF 
10 SEEK APPROVAL 
UF FISHER FIRING 


Dr. Smith to Take Charge 
of Inefficiency in Milk 


Control to Civil Serv- 
ice. 


Dr. J. ‘Earl Smith, city health 
commissioner, will appeal to the 
Civil Service Commission to sus- 
tain the dismissal of Milton R. 
Fisher as head of the city’s milk 
control section. The basis of his 
appeal will be that,the city’s rat- 
ing on milk enforcement has 
dropped drastically within the last 
two years of Fisher’s administra- 
tion. 

When the announcement was 
made today, it was disclosed that 
the city’s rating had dropped 
in August 
1946, to 786 per cent in July 
1948, 

The latest rating was contained 
in a report of a survey made by 
Missouri State Division of Health 
and the United States Public 
Health. Service, This report was 
submitfed to Dr. Smith last April, 
but has been suppressed by the 
health commissioner. 

Dr. Smith explained his with- 
holding of the report by stating: 
“I didn’t want to try my case in 
the newspapers.” 

Associate City Couselor John 
McCammon advised the health 
commissioner to appeal a ruling 
by Personnel Director R. Elliott 
Searce, who disapproved last week 
the firing of Fisher and ordered 
the milk section head reinstated 
to his job. 

Referring to the report made by 
the state and federal health de- 
partments, McCammon said: “This 
survey shows a progressive de- 
terioration in the quality of milk 
in the St. Louis area. There 
should be an investigation to de- 
termine the responsibility. 

“I hope through a hearing be- 
fore the Civil Service Commission 
that we will be able to fix that 
responsibility.” 

Although Dr, Smith listed a 
number of reasons as his basis 
for discharging Fisher, including 
“failure to co-operate and dis-

The St. Louis Cardinal Baseball 
Club began today the unhappy job 
of returning about $1,500,000 to 
fans who had sent in 120,000 or- 
ders for World Series tickets in 
the belief the Cardinals would 
win the pennant. It was the first 
time since the Redbirds began 
winning pennants in 1926 that the 
club’s office had to make a re- 
fund. 

Hotels here were receiving hun- 
dreds of cancellations from out- 
of-town fans who had expected 
the third, fourth and fifth games 
of the World Series to be played 
here. 

The Cardinals’ last faint hope 
for a pennant was ex ish 
yesterday afternoon—last day of 
the regular season — when the 
Brooklyn Dodgers squeezed out a 
9-to-7 victory over Philadelphia in 
a game that went 10 innings. 


If Brooklyn had lost, the Car- 
dinals and the Dodgers would.

Douglas had stopped to tighten 
his saddle cinch*on a narrow, 
rocky trail, and was remounting 
when his horse became frightened. 
The rearing animal threw its 
rider, fell backward and rolled 
over him. 

Stopped on Ledge. 

“Bill’s horse reared and fell on 
him,” Gilbert said. “He rolled 
down a steep, rock-covered hillside 
about 50 feet and stopped on a 
ledge. I first feared that his back 
was broken. I made him as com- 
fortable as possible and then 
started back for help.” 

It was more than an hour be- 
fore a stretcher could be brought 
up the rugged hillside. Justice 
Douglas never lost consciousness 
throughout the four-hour period 
before he was brought to the hos- 
pital here. Sedatives were admin- 
istered on the way to ease his 
pain. 

Justice Douglas returned re- 
cently with his 17-year-old son, 
William Jr., from the Middle East 
and, Europe, where they spent 
seven weeks. 

In Iran, some of their mountain 
climbing, which is the justice’s 
hobby, brought Russian objections. 
The Soviet radio broadcast that 
Justice Douglas was trying to dis- 
cover what was going on imside 
Russia and was accompanied by 
“a gang of spies.” The accusation 
brought a laughing denial from 
the justice. -

idleness in eastern Pennsylv:inia 
and 22,000 soft coal diggers 
trooped back to mines in western 
states. Both groups acted in re- 
sponse to return-to-work instruc- 
tions from Lewis, who said their 
further inaction “is vital to the 
pending wage negotiations.” 

It’s a morale’ booster for 
America’s householders since vir- 
tually all of the coal mined by the 
returning 102,000 is used for home 
heating. P 

Coal-using industry, however, 
must continue to bite into a 46- 
day supply of bituminous stock- 
piled above ground. There was 
no hint of a return-to-work erder 
for the 380,000 men who mine 
most of the coal used industrially. 

How much steel is available? 
About enough for four to six 
weeks, 

The double-barreled steel - coal 
strike—it kept idle 513,000 CIO 
steelworkers and nearly 400,000 
soft coal miners—made big dents 
in America’s economy. 

Cost of Month’s Strike. 

If it continues another month 
the over-all loss in wages and 
sales is expected to reach a bil- 
lion dollars. 

All told 53 basic steel plants and 
50 iron ore mines in 27 states are 
shut tight. That’s 95 per cent of 
the steel mills. A handful of com- 
panies, notably American Can Co., 
with 15,000 workers in 28 plants, 
including one in St. Louis, agreed 
to univn terms. 

A few companies with indepen- 
dent unions also are operating. 

Government seizure of the steel 
industry has been spoken of as 
one step President Truman could 
take to end the steel strike. 

Truman, it is said, could take 
such a step under provisions of | 
the Selective Service Act of 1948. 
Other avenues for ending the 
strike are the Taft-Hartley Act 
and what former Attorney Gen- 
eral Tom Clark said are the Presi- 
dent’s “inherent” powers under 
the Constitution to get an injunc- 
tion to stop strikes menacing the 
national] welfare. 

Hands-off Policy. 

There is little indication wheth- 
er Truman will use any of these 
three methods to stop either the 
steel or coal strikes—or will hit 
upon some other device. The 
White House has said the Presi- 
dent is keeping hands off. 

At best, legal observers say that 
seizure of the steel industry under 
the Draft Act provisions would 
have to be limited specifically to 
providing for the needs of the 
Armed Forces. The 1948 Draft 
Act gives priority to defense 
orders placed with industry. With 
the steel industry closed down, 
the idea would be for the Gov- 
ernment to seize the industry and 
order resumption of work. But 
some legal observers say that pro- 
duction could be limited to pro- 
viding for the Army, Navy and 
Air Force.

The Mayor 
said a city bond issue might be 
necessary for this purpose. 

Mayor Darst would not indicate 
the location of the sites chosen 
for clearance, or the prospective 
cost of clearance, which he said 
would run into several millions. 
He said he believed that after 
acquisition and clearing, the cost 
of construction would be under- 
taken by insurahce or urban de- 
velopment companies, as a profit- 
abe investment.

into an Air Force bus at a cross- 
ing last night, killing 17 of the 
22 occupants. 

Eleven of the dead were mili- 
tary or civilian personnel from 
March Air Base. Five were mem- 
bers of the Ontario Hostess’ Club 
—a service organization—the other 
was the chaperon, Mrs. Ruby Mc- 
Laughlin, 45, mother of one of the 
dead girls, Juanita McLaughlin, 18. 

Twin Sisters Escape Death. 

Chief Deputy Coroner Edward 
P. Doyle said only five, including 
twin sisters sitting in different 
parts of the bus, escaped alive. 
It was hours before officers could 
draw a coherent picture from sur- 
vivors. 

Names of the dead service men 
were withheld until the next of 
kin had been notified, 

Acetylene torches finally cut 
away the mangled wreckage from 
the battered locomotive, and the 
train headed east more than four 
hours late. 

The bus came from March Air 
Force Base, 40 miles east of here, 
and carried military and civilian 
personnel and their girl friends, 
homeward bound after a day at 
the beach. No-one on the bus 
was unhurt, but no one was in- 
jured aboard the train, the Union 
Pacific’s Pony Express eastbound 
to Chicago. The railroad said the 
train was traveling 70 miles an 
hour. Engineer Al Hall said “I 
didn’t see a thing” before the 
crash. 

Driver Obeys Shout. 


(The United Press reported the 
G.I. bus driver heeded a shouted 
command to “turn left” and drove 
in front of the speeding train, a4 
survivor said today. 

(Sgt. Peter A. Grisolia of Brooke 
lyn, N.Y., said the bus driver, an- 
other airman, was unsure of the 
way and that the laughing, joking 
passengers had shouted directions. 

(“People would yell out, ‘turn 
left,’ or ‘turn right,’” Grisolia said. 
“Just before we were hit, someone 
said, ‘turn left,’ and I closed my 
eyes because I was sleepy.” Then 
he was thrown from the bus by 
the crash, 

(The bus driver, identified ten- 
tatively as Gordon C. Crimin, was 
pinned in the wreckage and 
torches had to be used to cut his 
body free. 

(Grisolia said: “All I could see 
was that frightening big light on 
the front of the train. I could see 
myself being hurled toward the 
wheels. But I didn’t reach them, 
thank God.” 

73 M.P.H. Reported Normal. 

(Fireman P. K. Sweeney said 
the train’s speed of 73 miles an 
hour was normal for such a stretch 
of track, Sweeney said he saw 
the bus, traveling about eight or 
10 miles an hour, as it turned from 
Highway 60 toward the grade 
crossing. 

(“I thought 
stop,” he said.) 

An ambulance driver, ex-Marine 
Dick Klenhard, said the wreck 
scene reminded him of Iwo Jima’s 
beachhead—“there were dead and 
injured everywhere.” 

Survivors included Omega and 
Marquita Pearce, 18-year-old twins 
from Ontario. Omega suffered a 
broken ankle, Marquita cuts and 
bruises. Marquita said she was 
sitting on the rear seat with 
Charles Plevniak. 

“I heard a scream: ‘Look out!’ 
The next think I knew, some men 
were picking me up.” Plevniak 
was taken to Naval Hospital at 
Long Beach with undetermined in- 
juries. His condition was described 
as serious. 

Marquita said her twin sister

Bodies Strewn Over Mile. 

Nearly a mile of the railroad 
right-of-way—about 3) miles east 
of Los *Angeles—was strewn with 
bodies, some decapitated and 
Many mangled. Torches were re- 
quired to cut one body from the 
bus wreckage. Another was 
Pinned beneath the Diesel loco- 
motive. What was left of the bus 
was wrapped around the engine. 

(Railroad superintendent D. F. 
Wengert told the United Press the 
train stopped as soon as possible, 
considering the speed at which it 
was traveling. 

(“The bus was going about 10 
miles an hour, and I know of no 
reason why it went through. The 
signals were still going when I 
reached the scene,” he said in a 
statement.) 

Survivors said the party had 
been to Corona Del Mar and Long 
Beach on a special services out- 
ing. The bus was carrying host- 
esses for the group back to their 
homes in Ontario and Upland be- 
fore returning to the base.

HURRICANE HEADS 
FOR UPPER TEXAS 
COAST FROM GULF 


CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex., Oct. 3 
(AP)—A shift in direction of a 


100-mile-an-hour hurricane eased 
tension here today but caused 
new warnings to be posted for 
the upper gulf coast from Gal- 
veston to Lake Charles, La.

loydity,’ McCammon said the ap- 
Peal would be based chiefly on 
the allegation of inefficiency on 
the part of the milk control sec- 
tion head. 

The health department’s en- 
forcement methods on milk con- 
trol first attained a rating of 90 
per cent in 1940 and had always 
been above that mark until the 
report of last July. The state and 
federal health departments make 
a survey every two years, al- 
though none was made from 1943 
through 1945 because of the war. 
The latest report gave the city 
a rating of 81.1 on pasteurized 
plants, as compared with 85.2 in 
1946, and a rating of 85.1 on pas- 
teurized milk, compared with 
86.2 two years ago. 

St. Louis cannot be considered 
as operating under the latest edi- 
tion of the milk ordinance and 
code recommended by the United 
States Public Health Service, 
since the St. Louis ordinance is 
based primarily on the 1936 code, 
the report observed. As a result, 
the local milk authorities do not 
interpret requirements in accord- 
ance with the ordinance and 
code used as the basis of evalua- 
tion in the survey. 

Specifically, the report said en- 
forcement in St. Louis shows from 
“the records of observations and 
admissions ef the milk sanitari- 
ans” that routine checks are not 
made of bactericidal treatments 
and chlorine strengths. . 

“Not all sanitarians were 
equipped with chlorine test kits 
that were in proper Operating con- 
dition,” the report asserted. Of 25 
pasteurization plants surveyed, 
only two had equipment that had 
been checked at required frequen- 
cies, it was stated. 

It was found that in all cases, 
the report observed, that con- 
sumers were not being served milk 
from individual container or ap- 
proved bulk dispensaries. On the 
point of general sanitation the re- 
port gave the following grades, as 
compared with standard code 
practice: cleanliness and construc- 
tion of floors, 53 per cent; walls 
and ceilings, 51 per cent; doors 
and windows 56 per cent. 


“Unscreened openings and lack 
of self-cl@ing doors was undoubt- 
edly the reason for the abundance 
of flies noted,” the report re- 
marked. Lack of adequate parti- 
tions between various processes, 
uncovered dump vats, uncovered 
sight ports and lack of supple- 
mental fly control measures were 
other situations cited in the re- 
port.

LONDON, Oct. 3 (AP) — The 
American-born widow of Sir Hugo 
Cunliffe-Owen, British tobacco 
magnate, has sued a former musi- 
cal show dancer for “enticement” 
of her husband’s affections. He 
died in 1947 at the age of 77. 

The dancer, known on the stage 
as Marjorie Daw before she be- 
came Cunliffe-Owen’s friend and 
changed her name to Marjorie 
Cunliffe-Owen, was bequeathed 
about half of his estate of £1,- 
353,744 (now $3,790,483) in his will, 
probated in August 1948. She also 


was given the income from the 
rest of the estate after several 
small bequests were taken out of 
it.

Thirty mercantile establish- 
ments, the owners of which re 
fused to permit 325 additional 
clerks in the same union to work 
until the issue is settled, also con- 
tinued closed. 

No negotiations are scheduled 
for today because of the Jewish 
holiday, Yom Kippur, but a con- 
ference has been arranged for to- 
morrow between representatives 
of AFL Retail Clerks’ Local 435 
and the Associated Retailers and 
Civic Association. 

Closing of the food shops Sat- 
urday left many housewives with- 
out a week-end supply of gro- 
ceries. As a result, restaurants 
and the small family-run food es- 
tablishments, known as “Mamma- 
and-pappa” stores, had more busi- 
ness than they could handle. Many 
persons went to the neighboring 
communities of Edwardsville and 
Wood River in search of groceries. 

Some of the small stores that 
remained open refused to serve 
any but regular customers. Chain 
groceries, including A.&P., Kroger 
and the Tri-City Grocery Co., 
were closed by the strike. It was 
estimated that the retail sales in 
each of the chains’ outlets in the 
area would amount to about $5000 
on Saturdays and $2000 on week 
days.

“That law,” he said, “was a 
etart toward providing publicly- 
owned rental dwellings for low in- 
come families. This new Dill is 
designed to help put more private 
homes within the financial reach 
of more people.” 

The House has passed a much 
less broad bill than Sparkman’s. 
He said he was hopeful the House 
would accept the Senate version 
when—and if—tne two measures 
go to conference.

The western governments’ con- 
tention that formation of the 
Bonn Government was in the in- 
terests of the German people Was 
“altogether worthless,” the Soviet 
note said.

The occupation statute, interna-

The Pope’s brief address was 
delivered in English yesterday at 
a special audience at his summer 
residence, Attending were Repre- 
sentatives Walter (Dem.), Pennsyl- 
vania, chairman of the House 
Judiciary Subcommittee on Immi- 
gration; Fellows (Rep.), Maine; 
Reed (Rep.), Illinois; Feighan 
(Dem.), Ohio; Byrne (Dem.), New 
York, and Keating (Rep.), New 
York. 

The group is ending a month- 
long survey of refugee and dis- 
placed persons problems in Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy. The 
legislators will sail next Wednes- 
day from Naples for the United 
States. 

Members of the committee said 
they were deeply impressed by 
the Pope’s understanding of the 
refugee problem. They added they 
had found him vigorously active 
and apparently in good heaJth 
despite his 73 years. 

Text of Address. 

Text of the Pope’s remarks fol- 
lows: 

“Our repeated public expression 
of anxious concern for the liquida- 
tion of what has.come to be called 
all to unfeelingly the refugee 
problem will attest that to fact- 
finding investigations such as 
yours, we are ready to attach the 
importance of a critical profes- 
sional errand and the dignity of 
an urgent mission of mercy. 

“Neither justice nor mercy, ob- 
viously, will be served if fact-find- 
ing is to lead merely to fault-find- 
ing. Clearly, it is too late and too 
futile merely to be shocked and 
even righteously indignant. The 
blight of the detention camps in 
time of peace, which is the blight 
of innocent brothers’ and sisters’ 
frustrated lives, and the plight of 
millions who now must answer to 
the hideous appellation of ‘expel- 
lees,’ are no longer simply a sub- 
ject for humiliation and regret. 

“There is more here even than 
a stark challenge to Christian 
compassion. You have been able 
to see and judge for yourselves; 
more insistently that ever at this 
hour the agony of so-called ‘dis- 
placed’ is a summons to prompt 
and responsible community action. 

Much Work Already Done. 

“An immense treasure of good 
will and enlightened, if at times 
faltering, social effort already 
has been dedicated to the pro- 
vision of decent homes and em- 
ployment for this legion of home- 
less and disheartened hostages. 
The devoted labors of the immi- 
grant and welfare organizations, 
with which you are wisely main- 
taining close and fruitful contact, 
are beyond all human praise, and 
they have not Jacked such paternal 
encouragement and material sup- 
port as we could find it possible 
out of a full heart and straitened 
means to give them. 

“The lasting good so far accom- 

lished for hundreds of thousands, 
n face of the awkwardness, dis- 
crimination and vacillation, per- 
haps inevitably bound up with 
legislative and administrative ac- 
tion in so complex and gelicate a 
field, should leave you, as we are 
happy to assure you it leaves us, 
confident of ultimate victory soon, 
and doggedly determined to see 
this giant specter of human dere- 
liction forever banished from the 
conscience of mankind. 

“One further and controlling ob-

The Missouri Bus and Truck 
Association, made up of operators 
of the larger lines operating in 
Missouri, is one of four groups 
backing the circulation of peti- 
tions to refer to the voters in the 
1950 election Smith's bill to in- 
crease the state gasoline tax from 
2 cents a gallon to 4 cents. 

This bill, passed by the 1949 
Lezislature and signed by Smith, 
Will become effective Oct. 14, un- 
less suspended by the filing of the 
referendum petitions before that 
date. If adequate petitions are 
filed, operation of the act will be 
suspended until the voters reject 
or approve the tax bill in an elec- 
tion. , 

Governor States Views. 

Smith, in his weekly letter sent 
today to rural newspapers, said 
he had been told by reliable au- 
thority that there was great need 
for revision of the bus and truck 
laws of the state. 

“The reciprocity laws,” Smith 
said, “under which trucks regis- 
tered in this state go into other 
states without paying fees there, 
and allow trucks in other states to 
use our highways without paying 
this state, are costing Missouri 
$5,000,000 this year. Missouri now 
has reciprocity with 19 other 
states.” 

Surveys by the State Highway 
Department, Smith said, had indi- 
cated heavy truck traffic had re- 
sulted in sharply increasing the 
maintenance cost of highways. 

“I doubt too,” Smith said, “the 
schedule of fees paid to the Pub- 
lic Service Commission for oper- 
ation of the big truck is sufficient. 
There are graduated fees for 
trucks hauling up to nine tons. 
But those with loads over that 
weight pay only one fee. They 
are the ones doing the big dam- 
age.”

ISSOURI’S state highway system, representing an investment 
M:: more than a half-billion dollars, has reached a critical stage 
in its development, calling for determination of future policy as 
to improvement and expansion, or retarding of construction and 
mecessary rehabilitation. 


The problem includes rehabilita- 
tion of highways which were mar- 
vels in their day but are wearing 
out, It involves improvements and 
reconstruction to meet require- 
ment of increasing traffic. Some 
of the nearly 18,000 miles of state 
roads which were the latest in en- 
gineering design when built are | 
becoming obsolete. 


There is the serious need for 
stepping up construction of sup- 
Plementary or farm-to- market 
roads and a pressing question of 
policy on entry by the state into 
state-financed building of local 
low-type roads for the counties to 
take rural areas out of the mud. 


Key to this problem is more 
money, in terms of more taxes for 
motor vehicle owners. Under the 
fixed policy of Missouri the motor 
vehicle owners pay for state sys- 
tem road building. 


Of equal importance is the 
growing allergy of the taxpayers 
to payment of higher taxes. Mis- 
souri voters since 1938 ‘ave re- 
jected five proposals calling for 
an increase in the state gasoline 
tax of 2-cents-a-gallon. The Mis- 
souri state gasoline tax, incident- 
ally, is the lowest state rate 
amone the 48 states. 

Smith Tax Bill Pending. 

Pending is Gov. Forrest Smith's 
bill to double the gasoline tax 
from 2 to 4 cents, and to attempt 
to earmark 1 cent of the increase 
for building back-country roads 
for the counties. 

This bill, passed by the 1949 Leg- 
{slature after it became involved 
in county court politics in a de- 
parture from the original plan 
recommended by an advisory com- 
mittee representing all affected 
groups, is headed for a referen- 
dum in the 1950 election.

Rise in Maintenance Costs. 


Maintenance costs have  in- 
creased from $5,200,000 a year in 
1938 to between $11,000,000 and 
$12,000,000 a year. The figure has 
mounted with the growth of the 
system mileage, wear on 
roads, and rising costs. 

The present maintenance charge 
is about one third of the net road 
fund revenue of about $35,000,000 
in 1948. 

Annual maintenance costs on 
concrete roads in the major sys- 
tem vary from $500 a mile to 
$800 a mile, depending on the 
traffic volume. Blacktop major 
road maintenance varies, it was 
said, from $500 a mile to $600, 
depending on the type of surface.

A Triumph for Law 


St. Louis finally is close to an important vic- 
tory for law enforcement. The Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office has outlined two long-awaited 
changes in the method of prosecution. Under 
the new policy, prosecutors would stop recom- 
‘Mending sentences for defendants and reducing 
charges in return for guilty pleas. 

These practices are part of the system of bar- 
gaining between prosecutors, defense attorneys 
and judges. For years this newspaper has 
pointed out that the practice wastes time. It 
limits the judge in exercising his obligation to 
fix sentences. By allowing reduced charges, it 
lets criminals escape proper penalties. 

Evidently aggressive younger lawyers now in 
the Circuit Attorney’s office were ‘argely re- 
sponsible for the improved policy. And there is 
no reason for delay in making the policy ef- 
fective. As Presiding Judge Mayfield notes, 
this matter of procedure should be determined 
by the Circuit Attorney. 

In the past some judges and prosecutors have 
argued that reducing charges to get convictions 
helps relieve the burden of trials on the docket. 
Of course, this amounts to granting bargains in 
justice, which is wrong in principle. But in the 
long run it is also a poor way to expedite trials, 
and would be unthinkable in federal courts. 

At first, the new and stricter policy may in- 
crease the demand for trials. But when defend- 
ants learn they cannot get leniency either by 
bargaining for it or by pleading not guilty, 
there will be more guilty pleas and fewer trials. 
Judge Killoren said: 


What we need is more trials. If you try 
these defendants and get convictions, then 
you don’t need to offer reductions. The 
record will show there are very few trials in 
the criminal divisions. 


Since some of the judges say their courts are 
overburdened. they might consider one other 
proposal by the Circuit Attorney’s office. That 
is for a thorovgh study of trial systems by some 
agency such as the Governmental Research In- 
stitute. This should disclose whether local dock- 
ets are overloaded and why, and what should be 
done abgut it. 

The parole office could be expanded to pro- 
vide for judges adequate information on which 
to base sentences. Missouri ought to adopt an 
indeterminate sentence law for more judicious 
correction of crimes. Both judges and prose- 
cutors are considering such measures, and they 
will be in a better position to ask for help if 
they abolish the abuses of trial by conference.

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Dry Eyes in St. Louis 

The tear that St. Louis might shed now would 
be wet enough to grow grass in the Sahara, 
large as a tidal wave and salty as bouillon. And 
yet, with the steam still rising from the Na- 
tional League explosion, the city seems remark- 
ably dry-eyed. Disappointed, yes. But not so 
unhappy after the finis as after the anti-clirmax 
of preceding days. 

As for the Cardinals, they went down swing- 
ing—and hitting what they swung at. After 
four days of muffs and fumbles and fans ard 
flukes, they played the Cubs like champions on 
the last day allowed them to appear as cham- 
pions. Instead of the grand finish, there was 
the comeback after collapse, and that was grander 
than expectation. 

It takes something extra to shine after the 
spark seems almost dead. And if the last day 
was not entirely a suitable ending for the 1949 
season, we regard it as a beginning for 1950!

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Civil Rights Stalwart 

The news that Justice William O. Douglas has 
been seriously hurt in a horseback fall in the 
Cascade Mountains is happily relieved by word 
that he has responded to blood transfusions. The 
reports from Yakima, Wash., now are that he 
can expect to recover fully notwithstanding dan- 
gerous injuries. 

At best, though, this means Justice Douglas 
will be absent from the nation’s supreme bench 
for a substantial period and that is disturbing to 
consider, He has stood with Justice Black and 
the late Justices Murphy and Rutledge in the 
bloc of four stanch protectors of the civil rights 
of individual citizens. 

Indeed, on the basis of the non-unanimous civil 
rights cases of the last three terms, the injured 
Justice ranked third to Murphy’s first and Rut- 
ledge’s second position. The prospect has been 
that Justice Douglas would be the Supreme 
Court’s outstanding guardian of human liber- 
ties in the term just now opeffing. 

It is unfortunate, too, to have him away at a 
time when two new Justices are coming onto 
the bench. Justice Clark, Murphy’s successor, 
was present for the start of the new session. 
Justice-designate Minton, appointed to the Rut- 
ledge seat, will be up for confirmation in the 
Senate in a matter of days. At such a time Jus- 
tice Douglas’ decade of experience and his at- 
tachment to the Bill of Rights are doubly needed 
in conference where the cases are threshed out 
and decisions are reached. 

His recovery, it may be noted, could well be 
due to the stockpiling of blood. Without a blood- 
bank, his comparatively rare type, A-RH nega- 
tive, would not have been readily available, This 
is a reminder that blood banks everywhere need 
continuous support by their communities. 
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How Real Are City Limits? 


The transportation problem highlighted by the 
proposal of the Public Service Co. and the St. 
Louis County Transit Co. to rearrange some of 
their facilities—a proposal’ now supported by 
Mayor Darst—is typical of the difficulties which 
arise from the fact that St. Louis and St. Louis 
County cannot decide whether they really are 
one community or two, 

Legally, there is no question. City and coun- 
ty are sharply separated. But everyday com- 
munity life ignores the separation. Most peo- 
ple remember it only when it comes time to vote 
or to pay taxes. Many work in the city, live 
in the county, and use the facilities of both. 
The question is whether county residents should, 
as the Mayor feels, pay a double bill for such 
services as transportation. 

The answer to that question would be easier 
if all those living beyond the city limits were 
residents of the county by choice, if they lived 
there to escape city taxes or to enjoy special ad- 
vantages. But the fact is that more and more 
people are living in parts of the county because 
there ig no room for them in the city. Should 
they be penalized for this? Should the residents 
of Overland, for example, pay a double carfare? 
And if so, should a toll be asked of residents 
of Ladue when they use the Express Highway? 

Mayor Darst is sound enough in principle when 
he argues that facilities ought to be paid for by 
those who use them. Great care, however, must 
be exercised in the application of this principle. 
It should lead to the practical unification of the 


community, and not to its further balkanization. 
So far, it has been a virtue of the local transit 
system that it surmounted the legal separation 
of the community, that it regarded city and 
suburbs as a functional unit. As we pointed out 
the other day, this intelligent approach cannot 
be set aside without running the risk of an even 
more unbalanced community development. St. 
Louis cannot just shut its eyes at the city limits. 
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To Safeguard Capital 


It is a normal function of a creditor nation 
to invest surptus funds in development projects 
outside its own borders. For generations, Brit- 
ish capitalists lent money for the constructi6n 
of railroads, mines, industries of all kinds 
throughout the Empire. Prior to the last war, 
these investments totaled some 64 billion dol- 
lars, on which the yield was more than one bil- 
lion dollars a year. This annual income ap- 
proaches half of Britain’s gold and dollar re- 
serves at the present time. 

The war made it necessary for Britain to 
liquidate its overseas holdings and to forfeit a 
source of revenue which, if still being received, 
would go far toward solving Britain’s present 
financial difficulties. At the same time, some- 
what of a vacuum was created by Britain’s with- 
drawal from the foreign investment market. 
This gave rise to the establishment of the World 
Bank, but neither its resources nor its policies 
have sufficed to fill the gap. 

What is needed is private investment on a 
grand scale. However, American investors were 
badly burned after the first World War by the 
default of foreign bonds. German bonds went 
sour and so did those of Latin-American coun- 
tries, many of which were investment house pro- 
motions, pure and simple. That memory is bad 
enough, but it is made worse by the unsettled 
condition of the world today, by the fear of ex- 
propriation and by restrictions on the converti- 
bility of currency and the recapture of profits. 

The United States Chamber of Commerce has 
just come out with a guarded indorsement of 
President Truman’s famous “Point Four,” by 
which he urged that this country, as a matter 
of national policy, should export. capital and 
technical know-how to develop the backward 
areas of the world. The Chamber says that 
private enterprise should be the mainspring of 
such a program, but that the Government should 
furnish guaranties. It should protect citizens 
who invest money abroad from risks concern- 
ing conversion of foreign earnings into dollars, 
and from confiscation of property abroad. 

That is a proper amendment to “Point Four.” 
If private capital had such basic assurances, it 
might venture forth to engage in wealth-creat- 
ing projects beyond our borders. If no such as- 
surances are forthcoming, it can hardly be ex- 
pected the United States will begin to fill the 
role once played by Britain as a developer of 
backward areas. 
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No False Economy in Mental Care 

Missouri’s Legislature should live within its 
income, says the Missouri Public Expenditure 
4Survey. That is a worthy iceal, but there is 
one still worthier, and that is for the Legislature 
to live up to its duties. One of its duties is 
to take proper care of its helpless wards, the 
mentally ill. 

One of the items which might run the state 
into a deficit for the current year is Gov. Smith’s 
proposal to appropriate more money to the state 
hospitals. The Governor also is considering a 
plan to build a new state hospital to take care 
of senile custodial patients, who are now crowd- 
ing the state’s mental hospitals. 

The additional funds for existing hospitals 
are needed to improve the poor conditions, par- 
ticularly of trained staffs, that shame Missouri 
today. A hospital for senile cases is needed to 
relieve overcrowding and permit mental cases 
who are walking the streets, some of them dan- 
gerous, some of them becoming incurable with 
time, to be confined and treated, 

Undoubtedly economies can be made in the 
state budget.. It is not economy to fail to live 
up to solemn obligations. Adequate care of our 
mentally ill is such an obligation. 
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An Adornment in Journalism 

From the Scopes monkey trial at Dayton, 
Tenn., to the atomic energy race just a quarter 
century later—that is the span of the New York 
Herald Tribune’s Sunday book review section, 
now celebrating its twenty-fifth anniversary. 
From its bow, Books, as this distinguished piece 
of critical journalism was baptized, has been 
steadily stimulating and challenging. 

Its original editor, the late Stuart Sherman, 
set the course in his first issue in the autumn 
of 1924. Whatever else it might be, the Herald 
Tribune’s literary section would not be disin- 
terested. It and its writers would stand for 
things. As the critic from the Illinois prairies 
headed the first essay: “Indifferent? No!” Then 
and there he took his stand against “serene his- 
torical narration” ‘in favor of preconception and 
purpose that “comes alive.” 

Stuart Sherman’s choice has been the rule of 
his successor editor, Irita Van Doren. It is the 
choice that makes all the difference not only 
for the literary critic, but for the teacher, for 
the editorial writer, for the student of public 
affairs. Putting down what happened will do 
for the historian. He who wants to help make 
his times will cut free from hobbling influences 
and be himself in what he thinks and says. The 
Herald Tribune’s book section has been an en- 
couragement to just such intellectual independ- 
ence through its first quarter-century. :

I have to report various peculiar Ameri- 
can reactions to the announcement of the 
Soviet atomic explosion. An elaborate at- 
tempt is being made in the United States to 
feign indifference. News of our great sci- 
entific accomplishment has disappeared 
from the front pages of the newspapers 
and has been replaced by an astonishing 
series of reports, statistics, charts and 
photographs of a sport called baseball. 


This is a form of the old Russian game,

It has‘ been popular here for some years. 
Like religion in other materialistic socie- 
ties, it is a kind of opiate for the people.

It permits them, particularly in large 
American cities, to escape temporarily from 
their offices, their factories, their wives 
and their children. 

In the last week, an organized effort has 
been made to take advantage of the inter- 
est of the people in this game in order to 
turn their minds away from the failure of 
their government’s policies at home and 
abroad. At home, 500,000 downtrodden 
American steel workers are on strike; 
abroad, American officials are worried about 
our atomic discoveries, the cuts in the im- 
perialistic European Recovery Plan, and 
the difficulties of the British economy. 


Yet a fantastic attempt is being made to 
convince the diplomats at the United Na- 
tions General Assembly that what the Amer- 
can people are really interested in this week 
is baseball. 

There is no doubt that the American 
press, officials of the American Govern- 
ment and even some of the capitalist dele- 
gates here at Lake Success are conniving at 
this conspiracy. 


Sizzling, Torrid or Daft? 


The American President (Truman) told 
a visitor this week that he was vitally in- 
terested in what are called the baseball 
“races.” The Canadian Foreign Minister 
(Pearson), who is chairman of the Political 
Committee at the General Assembly, has 
been trying all week to postpone the de- 
bate on Greece so that he can attend the 
games. é' 

Today's copies of the New York newspa- 
pers carry reports of Comrade Gromyko's 
note te the Yugoslav diversionists, and 
they record Comrade Vishinsky’s rebuff to 
the Chinese Kuomintang, but displayed 
above these important official pronounce- 
ments of our Government are various long 
dispatches on the peculiar athletic antics 
of some 36 young men representing New 
York, Boston, Brooklyn and St. Louis. 


For example, the New York Times, which 
of course is a tool of reactionary interests, 


etc., etc., devotes one of its most prominent 
headlines this morning to an interminable 
account of what it calls “the two sizzling 
pennant races.” 


It reports that the nation’s “fans,” what- 
ever they may be, are in a “turmoil of ex- 
citement,” and the New York Herald Trib- 
une—while insisting that the pennant races 
are “torrid” instead of “sizzling’’—observes, 
accurately enough, that the Russians must 
think the Americans slightly “daft.” 


The Case of Joseph Page 


It is only when one probes into the struc- 
ture, ownership and conduct of these Amer- 
ican baseball corporations and their em- 
ployes that the easy decadence and moral 
bankruptcy of this diversion become ap- 
parent. The players themselves are vir- 
tual slaves to the owners who hold their 
contracts. They cannot move from one 
corporation to another without the permis- 
sion of their capitalistic bosses and man- 
agers. 


They are even lacking the fundamental 
protections of a union, and the slanderous 
things they shout in public at one another 
are equal to anything ever heard in the 
General Assembly or Security Council of 
the United Nations. 


Indolence, defiance of authority, and a 
snappish pugnacity are all encouraged by 
this corrosive pastime. One servant on the 
team representing the City of New York 
(Joseph Page) seldom works any longer 
than half an hour a day for six months 
of the year, yet receives more money per 
year than Comrade Vishinsky. 


Business for Millionaires 


Moreover, it is a fascinating coincidence 
that teams representing the great centers 
of wealth or political power in America are 
most successful in this fabulous spectacle. 
The New York and Boston teams, both 
owned by millionaires, are leading in the 
American Léague, 


The leaders in the National League are 
the Brooklyn Dodgers, owned by a banking 
family, and the St. Louis Cardinals, a team 
from President Truman's home state, which 
was formerly owned by Robert Hannegan, 
Mr. Truman's first Postmaster General. 


Without any authority from other na- 
tions, these teams are competing for what 
they call the world championship. They 
will perhaps continue to divert attention 
from our atomic discoveries for another 10 
days. Then, if Comrade Beria could pro- 
duce another experimental explosion over 
there, I feel sure he would have a more at- 
tentive American audience.

Between Book Ends 


Out of an Author's Life 


THE THREAD THAT RUNS SO TRUE, by Jesse Stuart 

(Charles Scribner's Sons, 293 pgs., $3.) 

This is Jesse Stuart's own story—a beau- 
tifully written, nostalgic story of his life as 
a school teacher in the mountain district of 
Kentucky. 


Not yet 17 when he received his assign- 
ment to the Lonesome Valley School, a 
dilapidated one-room structure, he was 
beset with many problems from the start. 

His teaching assignment covered all of 
the eight grades, which meant teaching 54 
classes each day. Jesse had to fight and 
whip one young bully, bigger, stronger and 
older than he was, to bring respect, not 
only from the rest of the pupils, but from 
the tall, lean, bearded fathers—“‘men who 
when they liked and respected you would 
die for you, men who when they hated and 
despised you would kill you. ... This was 
their small world. They had been born 
here, They had married here. Their chil- 
dren had been born here.” 

From Lonesome Valley, Jesse went to 
Winston High School. He was the entire 
faculty, teaching 14 pupils. The pupils 
proved eager for learning and he had 
to work to keep ahead 
of them. Some rode 
horseback 10 miles to 
get to school, but 
none was ever absent. 
Other than _  text- 
books, an encyclope- 
dia and a dictionary 
were the only books 
they had. 

One December aft- 
ernoon Jesse decided 
to return home to get 
more books for his 
pupils to read. It was 
bitter cold and the 
dark December sky 
hung low over the 
valley. Seventeen long miles lay ahead. 
The only way to get there was to walk. 
Darkness descended early, the December 
wind whistled through the treetops, but 
Jesse would not turn back. Losing his direc- 
tions, he slept in a haystack and though 
almost frozen stiff, reached his home the 
next day. Packing those books, 20 of them, 
in a large suitcase, Jesse trudged the long, 
17 cold miles back to Winston, just so his 
pupils would have more books to read! 


There is pathos in the book. The eternal 
struggle on the meager salary, the delayed 
marriage because of that economic con- 
dition and the everlasting fight against 
prejudice and ignorance. 

There is humor, too. As in the case of the 
football player who always bit the man he 
tackled. Jesse had to struggle to break him 
of that habit. 

The author of “Taps for Private Tussie” 
and “Man With a Bull-Tongue Plow” has 
written a book out of his own experiences 
that should be read by educators and teach- 
ers everywhere. Pupils, too, should read it, 
for a deeper appreciation of what their 
teachers and their schools should mean to 
them.

WO deaths have altered the Supreme Court that meets for the 

fall term. Two Justices are gone who contributed very greatly 

to the status and the prestige of the court. It is possible that 
the importance of their contribution will be better understood and 
more deeply apprciated with the passage of time. 


Former Attorney General Tom 
C. Clark will occupy the seat of 
the late Justice Frank Murphy. 
When he is confirmed by the 
Senate, Circuit : 

Court of Appeals 
Judge Sherman 
Minton will take 
the place of the 
late Justice 
Wiley Rutledge. 

Reports have 
been printed 
that Justice 
Stanley F. Reed 
has been ailing 
and will perhaps 
retire. According 
to his office, 
there is no foun- 
dation for these reports and a 
news story saying he had been 
under prolonged treatment at 
Duke University Hospital in Dur- 
ham, N. C., was inaccurate. The 
Justice, his office says, had a 
checkup at Duke early in the sum- 
mer and then stayed on there 
Playing golf and using the uni- 
versity’s law library. 


Truman’s Court. 


Justice Reed has been on the 
court for nearly 12 years, being 
second in length of service only 
to Justice Hugo Black. He is 65 
years old. The law provides that 
justices may retire at full salary 
of $20,000 a year after 10 years of 
service, providing they are 70 
years old or unable for reasons of 
health to perform their duties. 

In a sense it is a new court, 
dominated by the juages named 
by President Truman. There has 


} 
' 


been harsh criticism of the Tru-' 


man appointments, much of it ob- 
viously motivated by politics. 

It seems to me that the most 
severe. judgment that can be 
passed on the President in his re- 
shaping of the court is the same 
judgment that applies in other 
fields. That is to say he has not 
gone beyond his immediate circle 
to give to this highest institution 
of our judiciary a greater breadth 
of vision. 


Hewing to the Line. 


The judgment applies with spe- 
cial force to the court since in 
popular esteem, even though at 
times the facts have shown to 
the contrary, it is above politics. 
In naming Oliver Wendell Holmes 
to the Supreme Court, Theodore 
Roosevelt went beyond the ac- 
cepted and the political to put on 
the court a judge of courage and 
imagination. 

Both Rutledge and Murphy 
were in their own respective ways 


; 


; 
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in the great tradition of Holmes. 
They hewed to the line of the 
rights of the individual, express- 
ing in opinion and dissent the 
heritage of individual freedom so 
dearly won. 

That was especially conspicuous 
in the years following the end of 
the war when most of us were 
still under the cloud of fear and 
hate and suspicion that comes out 
of such frightful conflict. Above 
all, in the cases of the so-called 
war criminals, appealed to the 
Supreme Court, they spoke cour- 
ageously for the guarantees to 
the individual of justice under 
law. 


A Legal Lynching? 


The University of Chicago Press 
has published “The Case of Gen- 
eral Yamashita” by A. Frank 
Reel. Yamashita was put on trial 
in Manila for the barbarous 
crimes committed by his troops 
in the Philippines. Reel was one 
of the American Army officers as- 
signed to defend him. 

The thesis of Reel’s book is 
that the military trial of Yama- 
shita was, in effect, a legal lynch- 
ing. In other words, the general 
was punished for the vile deeds 
of his men over whom he might 
or might not have been able to 
exercise control. 

The Supreme Court rejected the 
appeal of Yamashita’s defense 
counsel by a vote of six to two. 
The two dissenters were Rutledge 
and Murphy, and there were indi- 
cations that their dissents came 
after a bitter controversy ‘within 
the court. Reel quotes frequently 
from those dissents. 


In the Great Tradition. 


Charging that the majority of 
the court had overriden the due 
process clause of the Fifth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, Rutledge 
said: “Not heretofore has it been 
held that any human being is be- 
yond its universally protecting

From National Association 
of University of Women. 


The College Club of St. Louis, 


an organization of women gradu- 
ates of American colleges and uni- 


versities, is taking a mail vote 
among its 400 members on the 
question whether to admit Ne- 


groes to membership or to with- 


ican Association of University 
Women. 

The motion to submit the ques- 
tion to balloting was adopted at 
a meeting several weeks ago when 
it appeared that a majority of the 
members in attendance at the 
meeting were in favor of with- 
drawing from the A.A.U.W. rather 
than admit Negroes. Ballots must 
be in by next Monday, with a 
meeting scheduled for the follow- 
ing day to take whatever action 
is dictated by the vote. 

The alternative of admitting 
Negro members or disaffiliating 
with the national organization 
was presented to local branches 
by an amendment of the by-laws 
at the national convention of the 
A.A.U.W. at Seattle, Wash., last 
June. 

Previously, the national organ- 
ization had sought to expel the 
Washington (D.C.) local for its 
refusal to admit a Negro woman 
graduate of Oberlin College to 
membership, but the United States 
District Court ruled the expulsion 
was illegal because the by-laws of 
the national. organization gave 
“discretion” to local chapters in 
the selection of members. An 
amendment was then adopted 
providing that all branches must 
guarantee membership to all qual- 
ified applicants or be expelled 
from the organization. 

Neither Mrs. William Stead, 
president, nor Mrs. J. R. Runde, 
secretary, could be reached for 
comment. The College Club of 
St. Louis was formed as an in- 
dependent organization of college 
women shortly after the turn of 
the century. It merged with the 
local chapter of fhe A.A.U.W. in 
1921 and subsequently purchased 
a club house at 5428 Delmar bou- 
levard where about 12 members 
live.

RF. RALPH, FORE 
STATE SENATOR, DES 


Veteran Attorney in County 
Succumbs at 80 to 
Heart Disease. 


Richard F. Ralph, attorney and 
former State Senator from the old 
Twenty-fifth District, which in- 
cluded St. Louis county, died of 
heart disease yesterday at his 
home, 434 Benton street, Valley 
Park. He was 80 years old and 
had been in poor health about six 
months. 


Mr. Ralph, who served three 
four-year terms in the Senate, 
starting in 1921, was author of the 
sewer law bearing his name, which 
was bitterly attacked in St. Louis 
county as confiscatory, expensive 
and unfair to property owners. 
Adopted in 1927, the law was re- 
pealed in 1931 after $750,000 had 
been spent on preliminary surveys 
by eight county districts formed 
under the law. 


The law, which permitted large 
fees for lawyers and engineers, 
was defended by the Senator, who 
said it had not been his personal 
bill and that opposition to it was 
in reality a personal attack on 
him. He did not seek re-election 
in 1932. 

He was the recognized Repub- 
lican leader in the Senate during 
most of his tenure. His promi- 
nence started soon after his spon- 
sorship, in 1921, of good roads leg- 
islation, including the law which 
created the present bi-partisan 
State Highway Commission. Early 
in his Senate career he also spon- 
sored bills for voter registration. 

Before entering the Senate he 
was St. Louis county prosecuting 
attorney for three two-year terms, 
beginning in 1914, and in that of- 
fice upheld validity of the $3,000,- 
000 county road bond issue in 1916. 
In county politics he was allied 
with the late Fred Essen. 

After leaving the Senate Mr. 
Ralph continued active law prac- 
tice, with offices in Clayton, until 
1945, when he retired except for 
occasional visits to the court- 
house. He was president of the 
Meramec Valley Bank at Valley 
Park from the time of its found- 
ing about 30 years ago. 

Surviving are his wife. Ethel 
McLain Ralph, and a son, Richard 
Jr.. a law student at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. Funeral services 
will be held at 2 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon at the Bopp undertak- 
ing establishment, Hanley road 
and Forsyth boulevard, Clayton.

Prayer and Fasting on Day 
of Atonement; Rabbi Assails 
‘Sins of Good People.’ 


Yom Kippur, the Day of Atone- 
ment, was being observed today 
with prayer in synagogues and 
temples and fasting by orthodox 
Jews. Observance of the most sol- 
emn holy day in the Jewish cal- 


endar began at sundown yester- 
day with rendition of the age-old 
Hebrew chant, “Kol Nidre,” and 
continues until] sundown today. 

Restrictive covenants in home 
relations and isolationism in inter- 
national affairs were denounced 
as “sins of good people” by Rabbi 
Ferdinand M. isserman of Temple 
Israel in a sermon last night. 

“The sins of good people are far 
worse than the sins of criminals,” 
he asserted, “because the good 
people are powerful, have in- 
fluence and shape the destiny of 
civilization. ... 

“In the insistence on the part 
of good people for restrictive cov- 
enants which deny the canon of 
brotherhood; in the opposition on 
the part of good people, who cling 
tu isolationism, to international 
aid; also a denial that God is the 
creator of all; in the oppositior to 
our country’s approval of the 
genocide pact, a desire to evade 
international responsibility, we see 
how deeply bédded and rooted are 
the sin of good men and got 
women. And these good men and 
good women contro] the govern- 
ments of the world, the courts.of 
the world, the educational proc- 
esses of the world, the press of 
the world. And when we think of 
the sinfulness of these good peo- 
ple, we can understand the chaos 
and confusion of modern living.” 

Rabbi Julius Gordon of Congre- 
gation Shaare Emeth, in a Yom 
Kippur message breadcast yester- 
day over Radio Station KXOK, 
emphasized the need for a change 
of conduct to atone for sins com- 
mitted against one’s fellow men. 

“Wrongs must be amended,’ he 
declared. “Losses must be re- 
stored. Grievances must be recti- 
fied. Our hostilities must cease 
and all the hurts which we have 
inflicted upon others must be 
healed. Above all, all the social 
barriers which have separated us 
from our brothers must be lifted, 
and we must learn to love one 
another.” 

Rabbi Samuel Thurman of 
United Hebrew Temple in his 
sermon viewed life as a challenge 
and the Day of Atonement as 
“the mother of all challenges.” 

Judaism, he declared, has al- 
ways challenged the Jew to aspire 
to loftier heights. “Oh how we 
need to carry the spirit of atone- 
ment into our daily lives again, 
as did our fathers of old!” he 
said. “We can do it, if we will 
but be true to the highest tra- 
ditions of personal piety, which 
Means personal devotion to the 
great arts which we openly pro- 
fess and cherish, but which we so 


easily neglect and so carelessly 
practice.”

The biting irony this time was 
that it was the same Frisch, man- 
aging a last-place Chicago club, 
who delivered the coup de grace 
by winning two straight that put 
the Cardinals in a position where 
they failed to win the flag even 
though they finished with a rous- 
ing 13-5 victory over the Cubs yes- 
terday afternoon at Wrigley Field. 
The Redbirds were in the visitors’ 
dressing room, hurriedly prepar- 
ing for a train ride back home, 
when Brooklyn pulled through to 
a 10-inning 9-7 triumph over Phil- 
adelphia, averting a tie and a 
playoff that would have begun 
here tomorrow. 

Disappointments and Regrets.

Robinson, slipping back from a 
midseason peak, finished with a 
342 average, just three points 
ahead of Musial, who exploded in 
July after a slow start and beat 
a steady tattoo on the outfield 
walls in a gallant bid to become 
the first National League batting 
champion to retain his title since 
Rogers Hornsby’s five-year reign 
ended in 1925. Slaughter, tailing 
off a bit after actually passing 
Robinson during the first game 
of the Dodgers’ last series here, 
finished third with .336, 15 points 
higher than the best previous av- 
erage of his 12-year major league 
career. 

The Man Still Plenty Good. 
Musial lost his runs-batted-in 
title as well as his batting cham- 
pionship, trailing Pittsburgh’s 
home-run king, Ralph Kiner, with 
123. But the Redbird star’s rush 
the second half of the season en- 
abled him to repeat as the league 
leader in runs, hits, doubles and 
triples. The Man nosed out Robin- 
son in those departments, scoring 
128 times, getting 207 hits, 41 dou- 
bles and 13 triples. Slaughter was 
second in three-base hits and Mu- 
sial again ran second in homers 
to the mighty Kiner, hitting 36.

MEXIA, Tex. Oct. 3 (AP)— 
Fred (Firpo) Marberry, former 
pitcher in the Texas League and 
the American League, lost his left 
arm in an automobile accident 
near here early yesterday. 

Hospital attendants described 
Marberry’s condition as “fair.” 

Marberry’s car collided with an 
automobile driven by Rufus M. 
Long of Teague, Tex. The accident 
occurred about two miles east of 
Mexia. 

Marberry’s left arm was severed 
above the elbow by the impact of 
the crash. Long was dismissed 
after observation at a Mexia hos- 
pital. 

Marberry, a righthander spent 
20 years in organized baseball, fin- 
ishing his career with the Fort 
Worth Cats in the Texas League. 
The Cats released him in June 
1941.

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TITO SAYS ARMY IS READY 


TO DEFEND COUNTRY TO LAST 


Says No One Has Right 

to Threaten Nation 
_ With War for Resent- 
ing Insults. 


BELGRADE, Oct. 3 (UP)—Mar- 
shal Josip (Tito) Broz has accused 
the Soviet Union of threatening 
Yugoslavia with war, and he 
served notice the Yugoslav army 
is prepared to defend the country 
“until the last breath,” it was dis- 
closed tonight. 

In a speech to 600 genera! offi- 
cers and high ranking officials at 
a lunch “sometime and somewhere 
in Yugoslavia,” and released to- 
night by the Information Office, 
Tito declared: 

“No one had the right, regard- 
less of who he may be, to threaten 
such a country (Yugoslavia) with 
with war simply because the peo- 
ple of that country do not want to 
bear silently all kinds of insults 
and slanders but wanted to defend 
themselves with true facts.” 

Preparation for Trial. 

Tito said former Hungarian For- 
eign Minister Laszlo Rajk, who 
was sentenced to death in Buda- 
pest for alleged spying on behalf 
of Yugoslavia, was taken to Mos- 
cow after his arrest to be pre- 
pared for his trial. 

Denouncing Rajk as a coward, 
Tito said: 
“It was owing to his wavering 
that he went to Moscow in 1948 
for ‘repairs.’ I do not know which 
part of him was repaired, but 
when he returned he became Min- 
siter of Foreign Affairs instead 
of Internal Affairs. 
“Aand in his place in the Min- 
istry of Interior came another 
minister so that he could organize 
the trial against Rajk. That is 
the way that all this was panned 
in Moscow, 

Describes Arrest. 
“Rajk was later arrested and 
again went to Moscow for ‘re- 
pairs,’ together with Lazar Bran- 
kov (former Yugoslav attache in 
Budapest) who stood trial with 
Rajk, and there they prepared 
that trial according to some 
method which they have. 
“You saw that everything went 
as it should have at the trial. I 
do not know how one gets people 
to the point of trying to accuse 
themselves as much as possible, 
but it was certain that some 
monstrous method is used. In this 
case, this was necessary in order 
to scare Yugoslavia.” 
Tito said Yugoslav Army maneu- 
vers were not aimed to counter- 
balance reports of Soviet troop 
movements in Hungary and Ro- 
mania, and that Yugoslavia 
threatened no other nation.

ROMANIA DENOUNCES PACT

LONDON, Oct. 3 (AP). 
HE iron curtain between 
Yugoslavia and its eastern 
neighbors zipped up a little ‘ 
tighter yesterday with Ro- 
mania’s announcement that it 
had severed its friendship 
treaty link with Marshal Josip 
(Tito) Broz’s country. The ac- 
tion was announced in Bucha- 
rest by Romania's Foreign 
Minister, Ana Pauker. 

The formal as well as the 
factual isolation of Yugoslavia 
from the Communist east was 
now complete except in the 
case of Czechoslovakia. Po- 
land, Bulgaria and Hungary all 
had followed the lead of Rus- 
sia in denouncing their al- 
liances and friendship pacts 
with the defiant Communist 
state on the Adriatic. Reports 
from Prague said Czechoslo- 
vakia probably would join in 
the movement. :

INVENTS A ‘ROBOT’ 
WATCHMAN TO CALL 
POLICE OR FIREMEN 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 3 (AP) — 
Inventor H. J. Rand has put to- 
gether a new device he cails a 
“robot watchman,” by means of 
which a telephone automatically 
calls the police or fire depart- 
ment. 


Without any human aid, it 
works like this: If a fire breaks 
out in the house, when the heat 
reaches 160 degrees, a thermostat 
sets off the gadget. Automatical- 
ly, the phone dials the fire depart- 
ment. When the fireman answers, 
a record starts and a voice ad- 
vises of the blaze. 

The “watchman” even allows for 
mistakes in dialing. If it phones 
the wrong number, it tells the 
answerer to phone the fire depart- 
ment. 

It can help out with burglars, 
too. A electric trigger can be set 
to start the watchman in motion 
if a window is lifted. The police 
department, in this case, mechan- 
ically telephoned. 

As an elaboration, a loudspeaker 
can be turned on automatically, 
shouting a warning to the thug 
to frighten him off. 
Rand's engineers said the 
“watchman” is expected to be 
ready for production in about 90 
days. They said it should retail 
for between $25 and $50,

Looking 
back, and considering the United 
States government guarantee, it’s 
hard to believe that World Bank 
bonds once sold at a discount of 
5 per cent from par.

Led 
by a sinister blind beggar, Pew, 
a group of them went to the inn. 

Jim, however, outwitted them 
and got the map. He delivered 
it to Squire Trelawney, and the 
Squire, with his friend, Dr. Live- 
sey, set off for Treasure Island 
in the schooner Hispaniola, tak- 
ing Jim with them in their quest 
for the gold.

Suddenly he came upon Silver in 
a dispute with a loyal member 
of the crew. As soon as Silver 
was sure of the seaman’s loyalty 
to the Captain, he felled the hon- 
est man with his ‘crutch and 
stabbed him to death on the spot. 

Jim fled, and in the wilderness 
he met Ben Gunn, a mate who 
had been marooned on the island 
three years earlier. After a series 
of fights and other adventures, 
Jim and the Squire’s party found 
the treasure with Gunn’s help.

The girls set out from neighbor- 
ing Fort WHdiward to join their 
father in his: fort just at the time 
it was attacked by French and 
Indians. Lajying siege to Fort Wil- 
liam Henry were strong forces 
under Marquis de Montcalm, a 
famous ger.eral.

He 
tried to betray the group into the 
hands of' a wandering party of 
Iroquois, who were allies of the 
besieging; French forces led by 
Gen. Montcalm. The Clever Fox 
almost spcceeded. 

His schemes were thwarted only 
by the famous Natty (Hawkeye) 
Bumppo, a favorite hero of the 
author of this story, James Feni- 
more ‘Cooper. 

Hawkeye arrived just as the 
scalping knives of the Iroquois 
were gleaming and ready for their 
work. He was helped in the res- 
cue by his friends, Chingachgook 
and Uncas, father and son, of 
the ancient and vanishing tribe of 
the Mohicans. 

Hawkeye snatched the group 
from the jaws of death and 
brought everyone safe and sound 
into Fort William Henry. 

After a siege of five days, Gen. 
Montcalm triumphed over Col. 
Munro. The Frenchman granted 
honorable terms. Col. Munro sur- 


permitted to march out of the fort 
bearing arms and with their col- 
ors flying. 

Some persons who had been in 
the fort, however, lagged behind 
as the soldiers left. They were at- 
tacked and massacred by the In- 
dian allies of the French. There 
was confusion and excitement in 
the forces of Col. Munro when 
this happened, and the Clever Fox 
seized his opportunity. 

He carried off Cora and Alice, 
hoping to force Cora to become 
his wife. A search for the girls 
began, with Col. Munro and Maj. 
Heyward aided by Hawkeye and 
his Indian friends, Chingachgook 
and Uncas. 

Cora was killed when she re- 
fused to marry the renegade In- 
dian.

Many times, to my precise knowl- 
edge, he deliberately spent more 
on a production than it could pos-

Ziegfeld. Up to this time I had 
often played important one-night 
stands between longer engage- 
ments of three to four weeks in 
big cities on the road, but now, 
with “Jerry” a hit, the Frohmans 
and Alf Hayman deliberately 
scheduled me in September for 72 
one-night stands with hardly a 
breather between jumps. I had 
to accept this with what grace I 
could muster or lose my place in 
the theater—or so I thought then. 
This time mother could not ac- 
company me and, obviously, Flo 
Ziegfeld could hardly Make a na- 
tion-wide tour with me under the 
Frohman banner. 

My tour ended in Los Angeles 
where the first great movie-mak- 
ers, Ince and Lasky and De Mille 
and D. W. Griffith, had opened 
studios in barns and vacant lots 
in a pepper-tree-lined village 
which had begun a few years be- 
fore as a suburb for retired 
Iowans. This town was called 
Hollywood, if you. can call it a 
town. It was a village. 

But Thomas H. Ince, one of the 
great pioneers of the screen, had 
a fine studio out in Santa Monica 
and he immediately set about to 
convince me that I ought to be- 
come a movie star. I was at- 
tracted by his offer because it 
meant an enormous amount of 
money, about $300,000 for one pic- 
ture, which, since it was free of 
income tax, compared a good deal 
more favorably with what most 
stars command today. 

When I reached New York, un- 
heralded and unmet by the Froh- 
man office, I was astonished to 
find that Flo had leased a yacht. 
He had this beautiful thing moored 
up in the Hudson and from cir- 
cumstantial evidence there had 
been any number of gay parties 
on it.

Flo, as 
my manager, would make a con- 
siderable sum of money, too. He 
was not eager to see me leave for 
California. We both understood 
the dangers of such a separation, 
but we were show folks. Flo ap- 
proved the plan. 

Just before I left, Flo an- 
nounced a new plan of his own. 
He said he was going to open a 
roof garden where people could 
have dinners and late suppers 
while they watched entertainers 
on the stage. I was horrified. 

“And you, I suppose, will walk 
around like a waiter with a nap- 
kin on your arm,” I told Filo.

This habit of em- 
ploying people at extraordinary 
salaries and then forgetting about 
them was born early in the mo- 
tion picture business and is today, 
of course, one of the most time- 
blessed traditions of a factory 
town which prefers to do every- 
thing by rote.

NEW YORK, Sunday. 
N Thursday I went to the din- 
() ne given by the American 
Association of the United Na- 
tions in honor of Secretary- 
General Trygve Lie, who received 
the award this year for “coura- 
geous leadership and _ distin- 
guished service in furthering the 

ideals of the United Nations.” 

Anyone who has come in con- 
tact with Mr. Lie feels his deep 
devotion to the organization. A 
patriot devoted to his own coun- 
try, he yet feels strongly that the 
United Nations is the organiza- 
tion through which all countries 
can work for world peace, and 
that it is only as we work to- 
gether that our own countries can 
possibly hope to be saved in this 
period of manifold difficulties. I 
think he has aehieved a sense of 
greater loyalty to the organization 
than to any individual gpuntry, 
even his own. That is the ideal, 
of course, which all the people 
who work in the United Nations 
strive to achieve. One need not 
give up one’s love for one’s own 
country, but one’s loyalty to the 
United Nations must come first, 
because it is through that organi- 
zation that our own countries 
must ultimately hope for peace 
and security. 

It is not always easy for men 
to feel this depth of loyalty to an 
organization and not to a country. 
But it is what we must all try 
for in the present situation, since 
on our attitude, I think, depends 


the ultimate ability of the United 
Nations to serve all nations, large 
and small. 


I thoughe the cover of the pro- 
gram at the dinner for Mr. Lie 


was very clever. It showed a tree 
grown up at Lake Success and 
from its branches sprouted leaves 
bearing the names of the various 
activities, while Mr. Lie, a sturdy 
farmer in overalls, with a water 
hose in his hand and a large 
farmer’s straw hat to protect him 
from the sun, poured a steady 
flow of water on a cat and a dog 
who looked anything but peace- 
fully at each other!

HERE should be a wolf in

“Miss Mary,” as V. P. krewe and 
officials call her, can locate the 
proper accoutrements and acces- 
sories for bears, rabbits, frogs, and 
other animals who figure in the 
“Once Upon A Time” theme of 


, this year’s parade, not to mention 


the Queen of Hearts, Snow White, 
and Long John Silver. Taking care 
of the parade costumes, 128 of 
them this year plus 26 uniforms 
for the Guard of Honor, is her 
year-round job. For six months 
out of the year, it consists merely 
of storage and “housekeeping” but 
from May to October, she presides 
over a whirring, humming beehive 
at the den at Laclede and Ranken 
avenues, as five seamstresses work 
on burlap and: brocade, tulle and 
tin. 

Miss Mary has been in His 
Mysterious Majesty’s costume de- 
partment since 1930, in charge of 
it since the war. Along with Ted 
Satterfield, Den manager for 23 
years, and Tom Turner, fitter, she 
has managed to work transforma- 
tions that would dumbfound the 
magic wand workers of the fairy 
tales, turning husky members of 


His Majesty’s krewe into bosomy — 


belles, or diapered darlings. As for 
ordinary animal costumes, they are 
nothing to Miss Mary who once 
constructed a room-length dragon. 
Moreover this year’s lady-in-wait- 
ing is often made from last year’s 
lumberjack costume. 

“As soon as Frank Nuderscher, 
the artist, sends us sketches of 
the floats and the characters 
we're to portray,” says smiling, 
housewifely looking Miss Mary, 
“We get out last year’s costumes 
and decide what we can use, in 
the way of major garments such 
as pants and shirts. Then we 
take the elaborate trimmings off 
the foundations and use them as 
we see fit. This year we're us- 
ing a lot of quilt scraps to make 
nightmarish looking ‘cards’ in the 
Alice in Wonderland float. 


“We have a supply of fabric 
we've had for 10 or 12 years. 
Sometimes we have to buy addi- 
tional material to match a cos- 
tume or make changes in one— 
especially when a man’s gotten 
heavier around the middle.

CHAPTER EIGHT. 

F many souls fail to find God 
| because they want a religion 

which will remake society with- 
out remaking themselves, or be- 
cause they want a Saviour with- 
out a cypress crown and a Cross, 
or because they want their own 
blueprints and not God’s, it re- 
mains to inquire what happens to 
a soul when it does not respond 
to God. Among many other ef- 
fects several may be mentioned. 


First, such a soul passes from 
a state of speculation to submis- 
sion. It is no longer troubled 
with the why of religion, but with 
the ought. It wishes to please, 
not merely to parse Divinity. 
There is a world of difference be- 
tween knowing about God through 
study and knowing God through 
love—as great as the difference 
between a courtship carried on 
by mail and one by personal con- 
tact. Many skeptical professors 
know the proofs of the existence 
of God better than some who say 
their prayers; but because the 
professors never acted on the 
knowledge which they had, be- 
cause they never leved the God 
whom they knew by study, no new 
knowledge of God was given to 
them. They liked to talk about 
religion but did nothing about it, 
and their knowledge remained 
sterile as a result. 

With the God-responsive soul on 
the contrary, a little knowledge 
about God was received with love: 
as a result, new portals of wisdom 
and love were opened. In such 
souls, the love of God brings a 
knowledge of God which in its 
certitude and reality surpasses the 
theoretical information of the pro- 
fessor. This sublime truth is ex- 
pressed in Sacred Scripture: “If 
any man love God, the same is 
known by Him.” (1 Cor. 8:3.) (The 
woman at the well was an early 
skeptic: wanting to keep religion 
on a purely speculative level, she 
raised the question as to whether 
one should worship in Jerusalem 
or Samaria. Our Blessed Lord 
took the discussion out of the 
realm of theory by talking about 
her five husbands, reminding her 
that she had avoided making the 
moral amendments which true re- 
ligion demands.) 


The God-responsive soul thinks 
of religion in terms of submission 
to the will of God. He does not 
look to the Infinite to help him in 
his finite interests but, rather, 
seeks to surrender his finite in- 
terests to the Infinite. His prayer 
is “Not my will, but Thine, be 
done, O Lord.” No longer inter- 
ested in using God, he wants God 
to use him. Like Mary, he says, 
“Be it done unto me according to 
Thy Word,” or like Paul he asks, 
“What wilt Thou have me to do, 
O Lord?” or like John the Bap- 
tist he says, “I must decrease, he 
must increase.” The destruction 
of egotism and selfishness so that 
the whole mind may thus be sub- 
ject to the Divine Personality does 
not entail a disinterest in the 
active life; it brings a greater in- 
terest, because the man now 
understands life from God’s point 
of view. Because of his unity with 
the Divine Source of energy, he 
has greater power to do good—as 
a soldier is stronger under a great 
general than a poor one. It is 
hard for self-centered creatures to 
realize that there are some souls 
that are and truly passion- 
ately in love with God. But this 


should not be so hard to under- 
stand; he who loves the light and 
heat of the candle should surely 
love the sunlight even more: 


Life for God-responsive souls 
now begins to move from a cir- 
cumference to a center, The ex- 
ternals of life, such as politics, 
economics and its daify routine, 
matter less, while God matters 
more. This does not mean that 
humanity is unloved, but only that 
it is loved more in God. The now- 
moment becomes a servant to the 
Eternal-moment. The uninterest- 
ing, the unreal is now what is not 
used or cannot be used for God’s 
purpose. There is no part in the 
quiver of a Godly soul for any- 
thing but the Divine Target. 


The very reproaches the ego- 
tists hurl upon the saintly are de- 
vices for covering up their own 
self-reproach—they suspect they 
ought to understand. Yet they 
scoff—as sometimes people say of 
human lovers, “I cannot under- 
stand what he sees in her.” Of 
course not—for love is blind! It 
is blind not only to defects in the 
beloved; it is also blind to all but 
the beloved. Love has its own 
eyes. All others but the lover see 
only with the eyes of the body and 
wonder what there is to love. But 
the lover sees through the eyes of 
the heart and finds in the other 
a sweetness and a love that blind 
hearts do not perceive. Lift this 
analogy to the Divine level, and 
one understands why the uncon- 
verted souls think Divine Love is 
foolishness;' they cannot see what 
a saint can see in God. “The ani- 
mal man discerneth not.”

the Spirit of God. There is a dif- 
ference between a man rowing a 
boat and the same man being 
driven by a sail full of wind; the 
soul that lives by the Gifts of 
the Spirit is swept forward di- 
rectly by God, rather than by its 
own reason.

HILOSOPHY explains this in 

greater clarity. Every mind 

has two sides, a speculative 
side, which studies theory, and a 
practical side, which directs and 
guides human affairs.

a saint. But an evil life ruins the 
practical intellect; hence a learned 
mathematician who turns to writ- 
ing on morals and religion is often 
a bundle of confusion.

When West 
refrained, he was, in all prob 
ability, simply checking on his 
pattner’s third-hand opening. 


West led the spade jack; East 
won the trick and shifted to the 
ace and five of trumps. JDes- 
perate, South finessed, but this 
merely resulted in West’s winning 
with his queen and soon ruffing 
away declarer’s spade nine, which 
became high after a couple of 
leads. The final outcome was 
that South took exactly four tricks 
on his contract for nine, and so 
paid a 1400-point penalty. 

In the post-mortem it became 
obvious that South had read 
East’s two-spade rebid as a sign- 
off—which was his first mistake! 
Simply because a player does not 
jump on his second bid, or name 
another suit, is no proof that he 
is weak. South had been right in 
judging that he could not safely 
bid two diamonds over one spade; 
he should have stuck to that po- 
sition, and not become so brave at 
the three-level!

as cucumbers, green tomatoes, 
cauliflower, celery and onions are 
easily sliced or diced. To retain 
these shapes, careful handling is 
most essential in the cooking and 
packing processes. Stirring must 
be done gently. A good way is as 
we suggest in our recipe. The 
ingredients are laid in a flat pan 
in alternate layers and during the 
cooking over low heat the pan is 
rocked gently back and forth to 
distribute the pickling syrup and 
the heat evenly. Then pickles 
that have the right kind of pick- 
ling syrup do not have to be 
cooked for a long time for good 
keeping quality. Long cooking de- 
stroys crispness. Heating the 
pickle barely through to the boil- 
ing point is all that is necessary, 
and if a little calcium chloride is 
added to the pickles, the crispness 
is slightly accentuated. 


Bread and Butter Pickles. 


Five pound cucumbers (6 to 8” 
long), one and one-half pounds 
onions (8 to 9 medium), one-half 
cup salt, three quarts water, one 
cup granulated sugar, one and 
one-third cups brown sugar, firm- 
ly packed, three cups white vine- 
gar, one and one-half tablespoons 
mustard seed, one-half cup freshly 
ground horseradish, one and one- 
half teaspoons celery seed, two 
tablespoons prepared mustard, one 
red sweet pepper cut into seven 
rings. 

Wash cucumbers. Dip onions 
in boiling water to toughen skins. 
Peel very smoothly. Cut cucum- 
bers and onions into uniform thick 
slices (% inch thick) and arrange 
in a glass or enamel pan alternat- 
ing slices and keeping onion slices 
whole. Cover with brine made by 
dissolving one-half cup salt in 
three quarts water. Cover, let 
stand five or six hours or over- 
night. Drain by lifting vegetables 
carefully out into a colander. Put 
vegetables again carefully into flat 
enamel or aluminum pan. Make 
a syrup of granulated sugar, 
brown sugar, vinegar. Add mus- 
tard seed, horseradish, celery seed, 
prepared mustard and red pepper. 
Pour over vegetables. Heat to 
simmering gently rocking the pan 
back and forth during the heating. 
Pack in sterile jars, seal. Makes 
four pints.
